Several weeks ago I asked for input to resolving this loud constant hum that 
is deafening on BC bands and continues thru the ham bands with decreasing 
intensity the higher in frequency. 


I did a bunch of leg work and working with the power company was able to 
finally isolate the problem. 


We first went around checking all poles within 1/2 mile of house and did not 
find problem of loose or failing components. 


Making a long story short, we noticed at my QTH the buzz was strongest at the 
power meter using AM radio. We verified the power meter with those remote 
reading modules was not the culprit. We then went to the neighbor's homes and 
checked the sounds at their power meters and one of them the AM radio was 
unbelievably loud. He replaced the power meter thinking its module could be 
bad and discovered in his panel the mounting for the meter was loose. 
Removing his meter eliminated the buzz and reinstalling a new meter it went 
deafening again. It appears that the culprit was both a bad meter mount AND 
loose / failing connections within the panel itself. 


The fella is a renter so he is contacting the owner to have it repaired. 
Persistence not only paid off with resolving the RFI but also his panel would 
have eventually had a fire. Hopefully this can be of some use to you folks 
facing similar problems.

One of the pads lifted, hence the little piece of wire-wrap wire. Of course, 
it had to be one of the important pins - the frequency input from the VCO! 


I haven't tried it yet. I need to design a VCO to cover something like 50 
MHz to 80 MHz first, then the loop filter, and hook them up to the PLL chip. 
I'll 

do my initial tests using the PC to program the PLL via the printer port. 


The proper PCBs will have a minor mod. to make assembly easier - the pads 
for the wire link will be outside the chip area. I found that even using 
wire-wrap wire for the link, on the underside of the board, it was difficult 
to solder the leads because the chip was raised slightly from the board 
surface. I've updated the artwork file with the new layout. 


If this exercise is successful, I can get similar PCBs made for other chips 
like the AD9835 DDS and the LMX2306 PLL.

Folks, 


I needed an INEXPENSIVE device to tune an antenna. I have an old GC 
Electronics SWR meter from the age when dinosaurs with CBs ruled the Earth 
(ca. 1976). It works surprisingly well, even at 2 meters, but for low HF it 
takes a lot of watts to calibrate the meter in the Forward direction. My 
FT-817 can't quite do it on 160, 80, etc. 


About ten years ago I bought a kit at Dayton that was a resistive bridge. I 
don't recall the manufacturer - perhaps it was Howes? - but it did a nice 
job on the low bands, and the fact that the transmitter never saw worse 
than 3:1 SWR helped a lot. 


So when I saw the notes from George Heron's and Joe Everhart's Rainbow 
Antenna Analyzer II, I recognized it as "the right stuff." The resistive 
bridge is easy to build Manhattan style, there are no toroids to wind, I 
already have a transmitter to excite the bridge, and a simple voltmeter 
would do to measure the forward and reflected signal levels. Since 
everything is done with voltage ratios, high accuracy isn't necessary. 
"Simple," I thought. 


Uh huh. I do electronic design for a living. I should know better. 


Anyway, I couldn't get it to work. The "reflected" voltage always read 
close to the "forward" voltage, sometimes higher, sometimes lower, but 
never zero (which would indicate a match). At first I thought it was my 
diodes, since I had substituted Schottky 1 amp rectifiers for the 1N34As 
called for in George and Joe's design. I made a special trip to buy the 


1IN34As, and it still didn't work. 


I finally tracked the problem down to a leaky 0.1 uF cap from the center of 
the "forward" voltage divider to the "reflected" diode. I had used one of 
the caps that's shaped like a 2-pin DIP IC, and is meant for use as a 
bypass cap. I'd had a problem before with one from the same batch that was 
shorted. 


Lesson 1: Don't trust your components - especially if you got them cheap. 


I replaced it with a metallized polyester cap of the same value, and the 
"reflected" voltage dropped down to where it should have been. Almost. 
There was still about 0.3 volts on the "reflected" port with a 51 ohm 
resistor for a load. I was about to write it off as a lack of understanding 
on my part when I noticed one of the controls on the function generator I 
was uSing to excite the bridge. "OFFSET" it said. Even though the knob was 
in the "Cal" position, a quick check of the output with a DC voltmeter 
showed about half a volt of offset. I took it off Cal and dialed up as 
close to zero volts as I could, and tried again. My bridge nulls very 
nicely now. 


Lesson 2: Don't trust your test equipment. 
And while we're at it, let me add my original assumption: 
Lesson 3: Don't trust the operator. 


Years ago I had a department VP who had been an engineer for some time. He 
taught me a significant rule of testing: whenever you measure something and 
get a bad reading, there are 3 possible things that could be wrong: the 
device under test, the test equipment, or the operator. When a wrong 
reading is obtained, it's the engineer's job to discover which one it is. 
Empirically, I'd say that all three have equal probablilities of being the 
culprit. In today's case, two were actually involved. 


So for the other "melt solder" and "snort rosin" types out there - don't 
give up if it doesn't work. There's a reason - the fun is in finding it.
